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PKEFACE. 


The  design  of  this  work  is  to  increase  the  facilities 
for  the  instruction   of  Bible    classes    and    Sunday 
Schools;  and  in  the  advancement  of  this  purpose  it  is 
believed  that  it  meets  a  demand  and  supplies  a  va- 
cancy for  which  no   direct  provision  has  hitherto 
been  made  in  the  literature  of  the  Christian  Church. 
But  while  we  would  urge  an  especial  claim  in  be- 
half of  the  character  of  our  work,  we  would  not  speak 
disparagingly  of  the  many  valuable  question  books, 
reference  books,  library  books,  and  biblical  biogra- 
phies which,  with  care  and  wisdom,  have  been  pre- 
pared for  the  schools.    These  works  have  their  pecu- 
liar merits,  and  have  well  tilled  the  place6  for  which 
they  were  designed.    Yet  none  of  them  have  been  ar- 
ranged with  strict  reference  to  the  periods  and  divi- 
sions of  the  Scriptures,  nor  has  there  been  that  col- 
lation and  arrangement  of  the  facts  and  the  subjects 
of  like  character  essential  to  bring  their  united  tes- 
timony to  bear  upon  the  mind  of  the  student.    Our 
confidence  in   the  distinguishing  characteristics  of 
the  work  we  here  present,  arises  from  the  belief  that 
the  want  of  the  knowledge  of  the  periods  of  Biblical 
history,  as  separated  from   and  in  relation  to  each 
other,  with  the  want  of  a  careful  discrimination  be- 
tween the  different  dispensations  of  the  Divine  will, 
are  most  prolific  sources  of  confusion,  error  and  strife. 
Hence  the  lessons  contained  in  these  pages  are  ar- 
ranged with  direct  reference  to  ki  rightly  dividing  the 
Word  of  Truth,"  while  the  subjects  of  the  lessons  in 
each  period  are  collected  and  arranged  so  that  they 
may  be  studied  together.    The  plan  of  instruction 
and  study  pursued  in  many  of  our  schools  too  often 
results  in  little  or  nothing  more  than  the  memoriz- 
ing of  the  words  of  the  Scripture;  while  a  knowledge 
of  the  ideas  of  which  the  words  are  signs,  or  of  the 
facts  which  the  words  declare,  are  not  grasped  by 
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the  understanding  of  the  student.  And  this  error 
will  prevail  so  long  as  the  most  skillful  exercise  of 
memory,  rather  than  that  of  reason  and  understand- 
ing, is  made  the  goal  for  the  prize. 

Hoping  and  believing  that  the  system  of  instruc- 
tion presented  in  these  pages  will  supply  the  wants, 
and  obviate  the  difficulties  suggested,  they  are  prayer- 
fully submitted  to  the  student  of  the  Bible.

INTRODUCTORY. 


TO  SUPERINTENDENTS  AND  TEACHERS. 

Fellow  Laborers: — The  work  in  which  we  are 
engaged  is  a  powerful  auxiliary  in  the  great  contest 
of  truth  against  ignorance  and  sin.  A  proper  esti- 
mate of  its  importance  should  be  to  us  the  strongest 
motive  to  prayerful,  unrelenting  vigilance.  But  a 
question  not  unfrequently  arises  as  to  the  course  to 
be  pursued  in  order  to  accomplish  the  greatest  good 
by  the  least  expenditure  of  time.  That  we  have  been 
enabled  to  so  direct  and  encourage  the  members  of 
our  schools  and  classes  that  they  have  rapidly  mem- 
orized large  portions  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  is  true. 
But  that  we  have  not  succeeded  by  that  direction  and 
encouragement  in  bringing  them  to  a  knowledge  of 
the  scheme  of  redemption  with  the  same  readiness,  is 
equally  true.  To  what,  we  ask,  is  this  peculiar  result 
attributable?  We  answer :  To  the  fact  that  we  have 
not  based  our  instructions  upon  the  scheme  of  salva- 
tion as  it  is  revealed  to  us  in  the  distinctive  periods, 
dispensations  and  divisions  of  the  Bible.  The  Bible  is 
to  the  minds  of  the  majority  of  our  Sunday  School 
scholars  no  more  than  a  chaos  of  words,  in  which 
they  see  little  beauty,  form  or  order.  But  how  shall 
such  a  difficulty  be  obviated  ?  The  answer  of  Paul  is, 
"  Study  to  show  thyself  approved  unto  God  a  work- 
man that  needeth  not  to  be  ashamed,  rightly  dividing 
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the  word  of  truth."  (2.  Tim.  2,  15.)  Let  children  be 
thoroughly  instructed  in  the  order  of  the  Word  of 
God.  Let  there  be  no  unscriptural  clashing  and 
blending  of  dispensations  or  erroneous  arranging  of 
periods,  and  their  advancement  will  not  only  be  ac- 
celerated, but  their  interest  will  be  intensified,  and 
we  shall  reap  a  greater  reward  for  our  labor.  Now, 
as  the  revelation  of  the  Divine  will  has  had  its  incep- 
tion, progress  and  completion*  it  follows  that  in  order  to 
an  understanding  of  its  character  and  claims,  each 
successive  period,  in  the  order  of  its  development, 
must  be  analyzed  and  studied  as  presented  in  the 
scheme  of  redemption.  Whence  we  suggest  the  fol- 
lowing directions  for  the  use  of  the  lessons  of  this 
volume : 

1.  The  introductory  lessons  are  designed  to  supply 
geueral  questions  to  be  used  according  to  the  discre- 
tion of  Superintendents  and  Teachers. 

2.  The  introductory  lesson,  containing  the  outlines 
of  the  periods,  should  be  completely  memorized  before 
any  further  advancement  is  made.  (See  introductory 
lesson  ISTo.  4,  N.  T.) 

3.  The  analytic  lessons  of  the  first  period  should 
then  be  taken  up  in  their  order  and  carefully  studied. 
Then  those  of  the  second  period,  and  so  on,  carefully 
impressing  on  the  mind  of  the  pupil  a  knowledge  of 
the  distinctive  features  of  the  periods. 

4.  Teachers  should  assign  to  their  classes,  as  les- 
sons to  be  memorized,  as  many  passages  of  Scripture 
answering  the  analytic  questions  as  their  age  and  ad- 
vancement will  admit,  until  they  are  enabled  to  an- 
swer all  the  questions  of  the  lesson  in  Bible  language. 

5.  Infant  classes  may  easily  be  taught  the  general 
divisions,  periods,  and  many  of  the  analytic  ques- 
tions, by  hearing  them  repeated  by  their  teachers ; 
and  they  should  be  encouraged  to  join  with  other 
classes  in  answering  the  general  questions. 

6.  The  ki  Improvements  "  appended  to  the  analysis 
and  synthesis  of  the  parables  and  miracles,  etc.,  is 
designed  to  be  suggestive  and  inspire  a  more  ex- 
tended investigation  of  the  doctrine  brought  out  in 
the  analysis,  and  they  should  be  closely  examined  by 
Superintendents  and  Teachers,  according  to  whose 
wisdom  and  discretion  they  are  to  be  used.

— It  is  called  the  Septuagint,  from  the  Latin  Sep- 
tuaginta — seventy — because  it  was  the  work  of  sev- 
enty translators. 

When  was  the  Latin  Vulgate  (L.  Vulgata — common) 
version  of  the  Bible  made  ?  Ans. — Between  A. D.  382 
and  405,  but  it  received  its  first  official  sanction  of 
the  Council  of  Trent.

As  being  the  first  book  ever  printed,

vious to  the  "  authorized  version  ;"  and  when  made? 
Ans. — I.  WickliftVs  version,  published  A.  D.  1380.

III.  Miles  Coverdale  completed  Tyndale's  transla- 
tion of  the  Old  Testament  and  gave  the  world  the 
entire  Bible  in  English,  A.  D.  1535. 

IY.  Great  Bible— Published  by  Grafton  and 
Whitchurch,  A,  D.  1530. 

V.  Matthew's  Bible— A  revised  edition  of  Tyn- 
dale's. Its  first  edition  was  published  A.  D.  1537;

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VI.  Taverner's  Bible— Published  in  London  A.D. 
1539,  folio.  Two  other  editions  were  published  in 
quarto.    It  is  a  correction  of  Matthew's  Bible. 

VII.  Cranmer's  Bible— The  first  great  Bible  with 
a  prologue  by  Thomas  Cranmer,  Archbishop  of  Can- 
terbury, was  published  A.  D.  1540.  Three  subse- 
quent editions  have  his  name  affixed  to  the  title  page. 

VIII.  Geneva  Bible — William  Wittingham,  and 
other  non-conformists,  published  the  New  Testa- 
ment, A.  D.  1557.  What  was  peculiar  to  this  trans- 
lation ?  Ans. — It  was  the  first  English  Bible  printed 
with  the  Roman  letter,  and  the  first  in  which  the 
verses  of  the  chapters  are  distinguished  by  numerical 
figures  and  breaks.

Ans.— The  Gothic  or  "black  letter." 

IX.  The  Bishop's  Bible — Archbishop  Parker  and 
other  Bishops  published  a  revised  version  of  the  Bi-

X.  King  James'  Bible— Published  A.  D.  1611,  by 
James  VI.,  King  of  Scotland,  who  succeeded  Queen

At  what  time  were  these  manuscripts  executed  ? 
Ans. — Peculiarities  of  the  writing-arrangements  of 
the  manuscript,  and  the  character  of  the  text,  com- 
bine to  place  the  execution  of  the  Vatican  Codex  in 
the  fourth  century.  From  various  testimonies  the 
Alexandrine  Codex  is  believed  to  have  been  written 
about  the  middle  of  the  fifth  century.  The  testimo- 
nies by  which  the  date  of  manuscripts  is  fixed,  all 
lead  to  the  conclusion  that  the  Sinaitic  Codex  be- 
longs to  the  middle  of  the  fourth  century.*
